Mimic Naval Warfare.—The torpedo fight between 
the Red and Blue fleets in the Irish Channel ended at noon 
om Saturday, The last night of the struggle was par- 
tieularly exciting. The Milford Haven flotilla attacked 
Kingstown, and No. 110 succeeded in torpedoing the cruiser 
Lis, Two destroyers of the Blue side ran the blockade of 
the Haven in the early hours of the morning. Directly 
their presence was discovered, an alarm was. raised, and 
from all sides the forts threw out searchlights.

An Arab Wedding at Earl's Court.—A 
picturesque ceremony was enacted in the Assoutn Village | 
at Earl's Court Exhibition, when two dusky-skinned 
members of the native troupe were married amid all the 
curious rites of the Mohammedan faith. The bridegroom 
was georgeously attired, and carried a flower-bedicked 
musket, His bride—a maiden of thirteen—was resplendent 
in dark blue velvet striped with gold, and she wore much 
jewellery. To the “music” of drums, tambourines, and | 
pipes, the bridal procession made its way to a platform on 
which the native priest awaited them. Having duly read 
and attested the terms of the marriage settlement, the 
priest chanted some passages from the Koran, proclaimed 
the young couple to be man and wife, and then delivered a 
short address. Fruit and nuts were then distributed, and 
a weird, frenzied dance by a long-haired Dervish concluded 
the proceedings. 


Wreck of a Circus Train.—Twenty-one persons 
were killed and between twenty-five and thirty seriously 
injured in a railway wreck that took place on the Canadian 
Grand Trunk system. near the town of Durand, Michigan, 
on Aug. 7. Two trains of twenty-one cars, carrying the 
members of the troupe and the property of ۷ 
Brothers Travelling Circus, collided owing to the air-brakes 
on the second train refusing to work. Im the cars were | 
about fifty wild animals, and the fear that some of them 
لا‎ escaped increased the panic existing among the sus- 
vivors of the wreck.

Petitioner denied the con- 
nivance and neglect. Sir Francis Jeune, in directing the 
jury, said he thought they would be of opinion that the 
husband did not connive at his wife's misconduct, because 
he did not know of it until she wrote him a letter to thar 
effect. The real question was whether he was guilty of 
wilful neglect, and whether he had sufficiently guarded his 
wife’s honour. The jury acquitted the petitioner of con- 
nivance, but found that he “did not take ordinary pre- 
cautions to protect his wife from the co-respondent’s 
temptations.” On this verdict the Judge said he was 
prepared to give judgment in favour of the King’s Proctor. 
The decree nisi woukl therefore be rescinded and the 
petition dismissed with costs. 


A Train on Fire.—Through an outbreak of fire 
on a Great Western Railway special train, three valuable 
horses lost their lives, while the groom in charge of them 
sustained serious injuries. It appears that as the train, 
which was vonveying Lord Falmouth's servants and horses 
from Truro to Wateringbury, was passing Stoke Cannon, 
smoke and flames were scen to be issuing from a horse- 
box. The train was immediately stopped, but the horse- 
box was so completely alight that some time elapsed 
ere it could be detached from the other carriage s. 
Meantime the three animals inside were buined te 
death. William Jobnson, the groom, was with difficulty 
dragged out through the window of the coupé.

Important Compensation Case Decision. A 
ease of much importance to-workmen has just been decided 
in the House of Lords in favour of aman named Fenton 
While working one of his employer's compressing machines 
fixed, and Fenton, in endeavouring to 
move it, injured himself internally. He brought an action 
in the county court, and lost, the Judge deciding that this 
was not an accident within the meaning of the Workmen’s 
Compensation Act. Fenton appealed, but the Judge's 
decision was upheld, and the case was thereupon taken to 
the House of Lords. Lord Macnaghten said that the 
injury, occurred while the plaintiff was engaged in his 
ordinary work, land that if such injury was held not to 


be an accident, it certainly would not conduce to honesty 
or thoroughness among workmen. The other Law Lords 
concurring, the decisions of the courts below were reversed, 
and the county urt Judge cted to ascertain the 


amount of compensation due to plaintiff,
